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THE BLOOD-HORSE

*Bull Dog sired 268 registered foals in his twelve crops old enough to race prior 
to January 1, 1946. Thirteen of the 268 died before reaching racing age and one was 
sold without pedigree before his two-year-old season. 


Sire of Five Stakes Winners in 1945. 


Of the 268 foals, 227 started prior to 
January 1, 1946, and 183 have won. Six- 
teen others placed and 28 were unplaced. 
Forty-one of the 183 winners had won 


stakes. Only 4 of *Bull Dog's get which 
are colts, horses or geldings now older 
than three that have started have failed to 
win. 


Sire of 183 winners of 1411 races and more than $3,000,697 to 
January 2, 1946. 


Races won by the get of “Bull Dog are 
classified as follows: 120 stakes races, in- 
cluding 4 claiming stakes; 179 over- 
night handicaps; 374 allowance, special 
weights, or weight-for-age races; 114 
maiden races and 624 overnight claiming 
races. Claiming races won by the get of 


*Bull Dog are classified as follows: 29 for 
claiming price of $4,100 or more; 52 for 
$3,100 to $4,000; 32 for $2,550 to $3,000; 
$4 for $2,100 to $2,500; 79 for $1,550 to 
$2,000; 89 for $1,300 to $1,500; 241 for 
$800 to $1,250; and 48 for a lesser 
price. 


Of 1,411 races won by the get of *Bull Dog 44.2 per cent have 
been overnight claiming races. The others are divided as follows: 
stakes races, 8.5 per cent; allowance, special weight, and weight- 
for-age races, 26.5 per cent; overnight handicaps, 12.7 per cent; 


maiden races, 8.1 per cent. 


Of *Bull Dog's 183 winners, 71, or 38.8 
per cent have won only non-claiming 
races; 33 or 18 per cent have won only 
claiming races, and 79 or 43.2 per cent 
have won both claiming and non-claim- 
ing, but only 7 of this group won their 
claiming races at two while 10 won only 
non-claiming races until four years old or 
older. 


“Bull Dog's percentage of winners from 
registered foals is 68.3. His percentage of 
winners from starters is 80.6 and his per- 
centage of stakes winners from registered 
foals is 15.3. Of his foals that have started 


18.1 per cent have won stakes. Of his 
winners 22.4 per cent are stakes win- 
ners. 


One hundred twenty-nine or 70.5 per cent of “Bull Dog’s 183 winners won at two. 
Of 294 races thus won only 51 or 17.3 per cent were overnight claiming races at that 


age. 


Twenty-two or 53.7 per cent of *Bull Dog's stakes winners won stakes at two, 19 


or 46.3 per cent won stakes at three or older. 


Twelve or 29.3 per cent won stakes at 


two and later. More 2-year-olds by *Bull Dog have won stakes at that age than have 


won only claiming races at two years. 


In 1944 the daughters of *Bull Dog established a production record for any one 
year for so young a broodmare sire when they were represented by the winners ‘of 
$343,211. In 1945, with official returns not as yet completely compiled, daughters of 
*Bull Dog produced the winners of more than $625,226. 
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Stakes Winners 


ESPITE the fact that racing was blacked out, 

as a wartime measure, during more than four 
months of the year 1945, the number of races run 
in North America was slightly larger than in 
1944, and the number of stakes races almost the 
same as in 1944. There were 371 stakes races on 
the flat, as compared with 874 in the previous 
year. The stakes races were won by 238 horses, 
six more than the total of 1944. 

The distribution of stakes races among the 
United States, Canada, and Mexico was almost 
the same as in 1944. In the United States there 
were 306 stakes, as compared with 304 the pre- 
vious year; in Canada, 38, as against 39 in 1944; 
and in Mexico, 27, as against 31 in 1944, 

The numbers of steeplechase stakes and win- 
ners were similarly close to the 1944 totals.

As noted in the remarks prefatory to the 1944 
supplement, the importance of the stakes race 
as an indication of merit is being usurped in in- 
creasing proportion by non-stakes races with 
large money values, ranging, in two instances 
in 1945, up to $25,000. In 1943 there were 39 
such races with values of $5,000 or more. In 
1944 the number grew to 59. In 1945 the total 
of such tests jumped to 227. 

In earlier supplements, beginning with that of 
1942, a list of non-stakes races with values of 
$5,000 or more has been included. Because of the 
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large increase in the number of such races in 
1945, the present supplement includes only the 
71 races with values of $7,500 or more. 

Following the custom which has obtained since 
1937, the main body of this supplement is con- 
cerned with stakes races run on the flat in North 
America in 1945. Steeplechase stakes and win- 
ners are given in a separate section, and are not 
included in the various statistical groups. 

In the list of pedigrees of flat stakes winners 
which follows immediately, the number of wins 
and number of stakes wins for each horse are 
given, along with the date the horse was foaled. 

The name-line above the pedigree is used to 
convey another item of information. If the horse 
won stakes races in Canada or Mexico, the name 
of the country is given in parenthesis. If the 
horse won only a stakes which was restricted to 
horses bred in a specified country or state, the in- 
formation is given in parenthesis, as, for instance: 
(Calif.-bred). 

In the line under each pedigree the names of 
the owner and trainer are given as of the date on 
which the last stakes was won. 

Dead heats for first place, in addition to the 
number of outright wins, are indicated by su- 
perior figures. The asterisk (*) denotes a horse 
imported to North America.

EXPLANATION 


HE tail-male descent of the 238 

stakes winners of 1945 from 
Eclipse, Matchem, and Herod is shown 
in. the accompanying tables. The 
names of the flat race stakes winners 
are.in lightface type, the names of the 
sires in boldface. A number in paren- 
thesis after the name of a sire indi- 
cates the number of 1945 stakes win- 
ners descended from that sire in male 
‘line. For instance, in column 2, 
Equestrian is the sire of one stakes 
~winner and his sire, Equipoise, is the 
sire of one, making a total of two de- 
scended from Equipoise. 

The table immediately above is a 
‘key, showing the tail-male relation- 
ship of the various branches of the 
Eclipse line. Thus, Eclipse sired King 
Fergus and Pot-8-0’s. From King 
Fergus comes the line of Vedette, sub- 
divided into Galopin and Speculum. 

In cases of doubtful paternity the 
first sire has been ignored.

The aggregate added money value for 371 
stakes races was $4,999,650, as compared with $4,- 
117,609 for 374 races in 1944, $2,549,900 for 294 
stakes races in 1948, and $2,507,610 for 344 in 
1942. In 1945 the average added money per race, 
including two specials without added money, was 
$13,476, an increase of 22 per cent over 1944.

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YEARLING PRICES 


FTY-SIX of the 238 stakes winners of 1945, 

or 24 per cent, were sold at auction as year- 
lings. (This does not include the high-class colt 
Lord Boswell, which was sold as a suckling.) The 
56 brought an aggregate price of $294,775, or an 
average of $5,264, the prices ranging from $100 
for High Harp to $46,000, the highest price of 
the 1944 yearling sales, for Colony Boy. 


The $41,000 price for Revoked is included in 
the listing below despite the fact that Revoked 
did not actually change hands. The son of Blue 
Larkspur was sent through the yearling ring at 
that price and later taken back by his consignor, 
Dr. Eslie Asbury, because the purchaser objected 
that the colt appeared to be wind-broken. Two 
other 1945 2-year-olds which sold for high prices 
as yearlings were Star Pilot, at $26,000, and the 
outstanding filly Beaugay, sold for $22,000.
